William  Carey  University  (WCU) 
trustees  on  Februa^  15  removed  the 
word  "acting"  from  K.  Thomas  (Tommy) 
King's  title  of  acting  president,  selecting 
him  as  die  nindi  leader  of  die  Baptist* 
affiliated  institution  of  higher  learning 
based  in  Hattiesburg. 

King  had  served  as  acting  president 
since  shortly  after  the  Se^mber  21, 
2(X)6,  death  of  Larry  Kennedy,  who  was 
WCU  president  for  eight  years  before 
succumbing  to  complications  from 
Amyotrophic  Lateral  Sclerosis  (ALS), 
commonly  known  as  Lou  Gehrig's 
E)isease. 

"E>r.  King  was  the  unanimous  and 
enthusiastic  choice  of  the  board  (of 
trustees),"  said  board  chairman  Stan 
Burton,  a  member  of  First  Church, 
Ellisville.  "Dr.  King's  extensive  back- 

f round  in  education,  his  strong  role  in 
aptist  life,  his  dedication  to  the  mission 
of  Carev,  and  his  sound  management 


of  William  Carey  to  be  chosen  as  presi¬ 
dent,"  King  said.  "My  goals  will  be  to 
honor  God  in  all  that  we  do,  to  strength¬ 
en  the  relationship  between  the  universi¬ 
ty  and  the  diurch»  of  our  convention,  to 
complete  the  vision  that  Dr.  Kennedy  had 
for  me  school,  and  to  continue  to  allow 
the  motto  of  William  Carey  Universit\-  — 
Expect  great  things  from  God,  atteifnpt 
great  things  for  God  —  to  be  the  guiding 
principle  ror  all  that  we  do." 

Jim  Futral,  executive  director-trea¬ 
surer  of  the  Mississippi  B^tist 
Convention  Board  with  wnich  WCU  is 
affiliated,  commended  trustees  on 
their  selection  of  King. 

"Dr.  King  has  been  a  part  of  the 
William  Carey  family  for  decades  and 
has  had  that'  schoof  on  his  heart  the 
entire  time,"  Futral  said.  "At  the  same 
time,  because  of  an  almost  lifelong 
relationship  with  Dr.  Kennedy,  he  was 
a  much-needed  friend  and  confidant 
during  the  most  difficult  days  and 
shared  the  vision  that  was  unfolding 
under  Dr.  Kennedy's  leadership. 

"He  is  an  outstanding  leader  in  his 
own  right,  but  as  acting  president  he 
has  provided  a  bridge  or  comfort  and 
progress  for  the  school  and  will  continue 
on  in  that  direction."

events.  They  do  not  bring  in 
televisions  to  create  a  special 
event  around  our  games,*

records  show  Fall  Creek  has 
about  400  members. 

In  materials  obtained  on 
February  1  by  Baptist  Press,  the 
NFL  notified  the  church  that 
the  use  of  the  “Super  Bowl* 
name  and  its  plan  on  charging 
admission  to  show  the  game 
“on  a  big  screen*  violated  the 


iiM  die  church  would  drop  the 
aennission  charge  and  would 
not  use  the  '^per  Bowl* 
name.  The  NFL  repoed  that  die 
church  still  would  be  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  copyrigfo  law  because  it 
was  using  die  large  screen. 

The  Imgue  also  said  the 
church  —  if  it  held  a  Super 
Bowl  party  conforming  wiffi 
the  law  —  would  not  be  able  to 
promote  the  church  or 
Christianity.  The  church  had 
planned  cm  blowing  a  video 


highlighting  the  Christian  testi¬ 
monies  of  Indianapolis  Colts 
head  coach  Dun^  and  his 
coimterpart,  Lovie%iidt  of  the 
Chicago  Bears.

'Amazing'  story  to  be  told  in  new  movie 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  — 
William  Wilberforce  isn't  a 
household  name  in  America, 
but  an  upcomine  motion  pic¬ 
ture  is  trying  to  driange  that. 

Amazing  Grace  is  the  story 
of  Wilberforce,  a  devout 
Christian  and  member  of  the 
British  Parliament  who,  begin¬ 
ning  around  1 787,  sought  to  do 
what  then  seem^  impossible 
—  lead  the  British  Empire  to 
abolish  the  slave  trade,  what 
rters  called  the  lifeblood

I  finally,  in  1’807, 
his  bill  became  law  and  abol¬ 
ished  an  evil  that  had  resulted 
in  the  enslavement  and  death 
of  millions  of  Africans. 

The  movie,  to  be  released 
Feb.  23  and  rated  PG  for  mild 
lanj^aTC,  gets  its  name  from 
WilberForce's  friendship  with 
ohn  Newton,  the  author  of  the 
ymn  Amazing  Grace  and  a 
former  slave  trader  who,  sever¬ 
al  years  after  becoming  a 
Christian,  teamed  up  with 
Wilberforce  to  abolish  the  trade. 

Christian  leaders  today  say 
the  church  could  learn  much 
from  the  way  Wilberforce's 
faith  drove  him  to  moral  action 
and  kept  him  from  giving  up, 
despite  obstacles. 

''Anyone  woyld  be  uplifted 
by  seeing  this  movie,  and  people 
of  faitfi  should  be  inspired  by  it," 
said  Ridiard  Land,  president  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Ethics  & 
Religious  Liberty  Commission 
in  I^Kwhville.  He  saw  the  movie 
at  a  January  screening.

Bom  in  ITw,  Wilberforce 
graduated  from  St  John's  College 
in  Cambridge,  whm  he  became 
William  Pitt,  the 
minister.  At  the  age 
elected  as  a  member 
of  Parliament  althcxigh  by  his 
own  admission  he  did  very  little 
as  an  MP  and  was  somewhat 
lazy.  All  that  changed  when, 
through  the  reading  «  die  New 
Testament  Wilberrorce  became 
an  evarigriical  and  hegw  search¬ 
ing  for  God's  will  for  his  life. 

iVilberforce  considered 
becoming  a  clergyman,  but 


Newton  and  others  told  him  he 
could  best  serve  God  in 
Parliament  where  he  could  have 
an  impact  on  other  legislators 
with  nis  great  oratoiy  skills. 
Through  the  influence  ot  Thomas 
Clarkson  and  erfher  abolitionists, 
Wilberforce  decided  to  use  those 
skills  to  end  the  slave  trade. 

"So  enormous,  so  dreadful,  so 
irremediable  did  the  trade's 
wickedness  appear  that  my  own 
mind  was  completely  made  up 
for  abolition,"  He  wrote.  "Let  die 
consequences  be  what  they 
would,  1  from  this  time  deter¬ 
mined  that  I  wcxild  never  rest 
until  I  had  effeefed  its  abolition." 

Although  Wilberforce's  task 
at  the  outset  seemed  impossible 
—  many  argued  the  British 
economy  would  collapse  if 
Wilberforce  succeeded  —  by 
•1807,  he  was  considered  a  hero. 
When  his  bill  passed 
Parliament  that  year,  MPs  gave 
him  a  standing  ovation.

Reaching  pok  the 
Lowest  Standaeds 

When  kids  start  to  school  it 
does  iK>t  take  them  long  to 
learn  that  the  learning  process 
conws  in  various  stages.  Early 
on  they  discover  that  you  can 
make  a  D  aiKl  get  by,  a  C  and  be 
clustered  in  dw  average  group, 
a  B  and  achieve  more,  or  you 
can  set  your  si^ts  on  an  A  and 
try  to  be  excellent  in  your  stud¬ 
ies.  Too  often  someming  hap¬ 
pens  either  widun  the  class¬ 
room,  the  child,  or  with  the  par¬ 
ents  that  causes  a  youngster  to 
consistently  shoot  for  ^  low 
standards.  It  is  so  prevalent  in 
our  society  diat  it  has  often 
been  referred  to  as  the  "dumb¬ 
ing  down  of  America"  as  kids 
compete  with  each  other  to 
under-exoel.  While  few  if  any 

f>arents  will  agree  with  the  phi- 
osophy  of  studying  less,  not 
working  as  hard,  but  simply 
getting  by,  it  has  had  a  devas¬ 
tating  effect  on  test  scores 
across  the  nation.  More  impor¬ 
tantly  this  philosophy  can  fol¬ 
low  you  through  life.  In  fact,  it 
seems  as  though  this  concept 
has  become  an  unspoken  but 
often  adopted  approach  to  mis¬ 
sion  support  through  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

For  over  *  80  years  the 
Cooperative  Program  has  been 
the  direct  mission  line  from  the 
pew  to  the  most  distant  pieople 
groups  on  the  planet.  When

In  years  gone  by  many  of  our 
churches  nave  looked  at  sup¬ 
porting  the  Cooperative 
Program  with  10%  of  their 
unc^ignated  gifts  as  a  posi¬ 
tive  level  of  mission  involve¬ 
ment.  Of  course,  there  are 
some  who  give  much  more 
than  10*%  and  even  up  to  30*% 
of  their  undesignated  offer¬ 
ings,  and  there  are  some  that 
give  in  the  single  digit  percent¬ 
ages.  In  years  gone  by  when 
everything  was  averaged  our 
churches  supported  missions 
through  tne  Cooperative 
Pre^ram  beyond  10%. 

Over  the  past  decade  a  change 
has  taken  place  that  mirrors  the 
kids  reaching  for  the  lowest  stan¬ 
dards.  It  is  not  unusual  to  receive 
a  call  fn>m  someone  in  the  state 
wanting  to  know  what  is  the 
average  giving  to  the 


Cooperative  Program  in  our 
state  or  across  die  nation.  At  die 
present  time  the  national  average 


bly  just  below  six  percent  while 
in  Mississippi  the  average  is  just 
above  nine  perent.  Fcdlowing  the 
discoveries  Dy  that  investigation 
the  line  of  reasoning  is  usually 
silent  but  real.  It  goes  somediing 
like  this.  Our  diurch  is  giving  a 
much  larger  percentage  than 
that  and  since  others  are  not 
doing  any  more  diat  is  probably 
a  good  place  for  us  to  cut  the 
budget  in  order  to  have  more  for 
whatever  personal  or  program¬ 
matic  reasoas  may  exist  in  our 
church.  We  can  cut  our  mtssion 
giving,  still  do  more  than  a  lot  of 
other  people,  and  feel  good 
about  ourselves.  There  am  some 
flaws  in  this  reasoning  that  1 
think  need  to  be  brought  to  the 
discussion. 

For  one  thing  it  should  be 
kept  in  mind  that  giving  to  the 
Ctxiperarive  Program  is  not' a 
competition,  but  it  is  a  loving 
expression  of  Gcxl's  call  to  tell 
the  world  of  His  love.  It  is  not 
so  much  a  look  at  what  our 


neighbor  may  be  doii^  as  it  is  a 
look  at  a  woirkl  that  is  desper¬ 
ately  in  need  of  a  Savior. 

tne  second  flaw  diat  I  would 
mention  is  how  dangerous  is  this 
approach  to  life  in  general.  In  no 
other  area  of  your  Iw  would  you 
want  to  apply  this  principle.  You 
do  not  want  your  luds  to  come 
home  gloadrtt  that  they  made 
straight  B's  and  therefore  proved 
that  they  at  least  had  a  passing 
knowledge  of  the  subject.  No  one 
wants  to  go  to  a  doctor  who 


med  sdvx>l  with  almost  a  C+ 
average,  and  none  of  us  wants  to 
get  on  an  airplane  that  for  the 
past  several  months  has  had 
minimal  or  no  maintenance.  No! 
In  reality,  most  of  us  look  at 
every  area  of  life  and  wish  for 
and  often  times  are  driven 
toward  excellence.  The  call  of 
God,  the  mission  of  lesus,  and 
the  ministry  of  your  cnurch  both 
locally  and  around  the  world 
deserves  and  demands  the  best. 

When  Jesus  came  to  earth  to 
make  provisions  for  our  salva¬ 
tion,  He  did  not  loi^k  for  the  low¬ 
est  standards.  The  oppt>site  is 
true.  He  made  no  shortcuts  and 
did  all  that  was  neces,sary  in  giv¬ 
ing  to  see  that  you  and  I  ci>uld 
have  forgiveness  of  sin  and  life 
everlashng.  That  is  the  standard 
by  which  we  are  to  live,  give, 
and  share  with  the  world.

Two  of  the  men  invested  the  money  wi.sely  and  real¬ 
ized  a  return  on  their  investment  that  doubled  the  original  amount.  The  third 
man,  howev'er,  chose  to  dig  a  hole  and  bury  his  masters  money. 

Upon  the  master's  return,  the  first  two  men  presented  their  lord  with 
an  accounting  of  their  investment  activity  and  the  large  profit  that  had 
been  achieved.  To  each  of  the.se  men,  the  ma.ster  enthusiastically  pro¬ 
claimed,  “Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant!  You  have  been  faithful 
with  a  feu>  things;  I  will  put  you  in  charge  of  many  things.  Come  and 
share  your  master's  happiness.  " 

When  the  third  man  entered  into  his  master  s  presence,  however,  his 
report  was  not  as  glowing.  In  fact,  this  man’s  reixm  was  met  with  a  less 
than  favorable  respon.se  as  the  master  cha.sti.sed  him  as  a  "wicked,  lazy 
.seniant!'’  This  third  man  mi.s.sed  out  on  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  Ixr  a 
blessing  to  his  ma.ster  and  to  receive  a  blessing  from  his  ma.ster.

Rankin  later  challenged  the 
new  missionaries  to  kx)k  beyond 
simply  going  to  the  mis.sion  field. 
Missionaries  must  first  "kx>k, 
love  and  live,"  he  said. 

Pulling  from  all  four  Ckwpels 
in  the  New  Testament,  Rankin 
contended  that  one  of  the  most

Christ  gave  His  followers  was 
"to  Iwk."  In  the  fourth  chapter 
of  John,  Rankin  noted  these 
words  of  Jesus,  "Look  unto  the 
fields,  lift  up  your  eyes  and 
UK)k  unto  the  "fields  that  are 
white  already  unto  harvest." 

"You've  got  to  lift  up  your 
eyes,  open  your  eyes  and  look ' 
and  see  a  lost  world,"  Rankin 
said.  "(Missionaries  must]  see  a 
world  as  God  sees  it . . .  and  the 
potential  harvest." 


Jesus  also  commanded  His 
followers  to  love,  Rankin  said. 

When  the  Pharisees  asked 
Jesus  what  the  greatest  com¬ 
mandment  was,  Jesus 
responded,  "To  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
with  all  thy  mind,  and  thy 
soul,"  Rankin  pointed  out, 
but  Christ  quickly  added  that 
they  also  should  love  their 
neighbor  as  they  love  them¬ 
selves.
